State aid looks promising for FY13 


One step closer to grant for new windows and doors for the North Intermediate

WILMINGTON - Blonde 
wigs notwithstanding, 
Selectmen tackled state aid 
for the FY13 budget, new 
windows and doors at the 
North Intermediate School, 
and responded to con- 
stituent concerns about 
Krochmal Farm. 

For FY2013 state aid, cur- 
rent estimates of the House 

Ways and Means State Aid 
Package at $12.9 million 
represents a slight increase 
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($345,158) from the 
Governor’s package, which 
is close to the town’s bud- 
geted amount. While this is 
encouraging, final State aid 
numbers will not be avail- 
able until June after the 
Senate’s version is complet- 
ed and reconciled with the 
House version. 

The North Intermediate 
School is getting ready for a 
make-over, similar to the 
Shawsheen School.

Irate ZBA members demand figures 


Ledges at Woburn blasting, 
site work details still in flux

WOBURN - Floored by 
admissions that more earth 
removal is likely needed, 
exasperated Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) members last 
night demanded concrete 
details about the amount of 
excavation work associated 
with the Ledges at Woburn 
project. 

During a meeting sched- 
uled last night solely for the 
purpose of discussing. the 
168-unit housing project 
planned for 1042 Main Street, 
ZBA members learned that 
even more blasting and rock 
crushing might be needed in 
order to prepare the site for 
construction. 

That disclosure, made well 
into a lengthy two-hour pres- 
entation by representatives 
of petitioner The Dolben 


Company, clearly irritated | 


the city officials, who for the 
past eight months have been 
under the impression that 
those figures were exact. In 
response, Wakefield attorney 
Theodore Regnante, repre- 
senting the applicants, prom- 
ised to release that informa- 
tion within the next week. 

* “This board was given fig- 
ures a couple months ago. 
Where did those come 
from?” asked ZBA Chair 
Edward Robertson. “We’ve 
gone through some critical 
stages of this [hearing] 
already. I was under the 
impression that the [details 
were firm].”

“I want to be very clear 
that whatever number you 
present to this city and this 
board is exactly what’s being 
removed. I don’t want to 
hear, ‘Oops, it’s now 250,000 
[cubic yards of excava- 
tion],’” ZBA member 
Margaret Pinkham later 
commented. 

Blasting and earth removal 
for the affordable housing 
project, to be developed on 
nine-acres of land situated 
atop hilly terrain overlook- 
ing Main Street near the 
Wilmington-line, has proven 
to be the most controversial 
aspect of the proposal. 

In 2003, when the project 
was first presented to the 
ZBA, local developer 
Anthony Santullo told the 
city that 125,000 cubic yards 
of fill needed to be blasted 
and excavated from the 
property. 

However, in Sept. of 2011, 
ZBA members learned that 
Santullo had sold the rights 
to the housing project to 
Woburn 38 Development, 
which in turr intends to flip 
the property to Presidential 
Way’s The Dolben Company. 

Last September, ZBA mem- 
bers were told that The 
Dolben Company planned to 
submit an amended project 
proposal, which could 
require as much as 200,000 
cubic yards of excavation 
work. 

In contrast to the original 
Santullo proposal, where 
earth removal was expected 
to take a little more than two 
months, consultants for the 
Woburn firm have estimated 
that nine-to-12 months of 
daily blasting is needed to 
prepare the land for con- 
struction. 

The petitioners are also 
asking for permission to 
crush and process that blast- 
ed material on-site, before 
it’s carted away by Acton’s 
Onyx Corporation — result- 
ing in about 60 truck trips.

Last night, Pinkham was 
trying to determine exactly 
how much material will be 
moved off site by the Acton 
firm, which apparently plans 
to sell the crushed and 
processed rock. 

In particular, the ZBA 
member was questioning 
company president John 
Durkin about his financial 
arrangement with Dolben, 
which will apparently large- 
ly reimburse the Acton firm 
by allowing it to sell those 
materials. 

“It’s going to finance the 
work to get the site pad 
ready,” said Durkin. 

When Durkin later revealed 
that the exact amount of 
blasting and _ excavation 
work hasn’t been calculated, 
ZBA members challenged 
the accuracy of a number of 
other details. 

In particular, Robertson 
referred to the fact that a 
blasting expert had just 
recently submitted a work 
plan to Fire Chief Paul 
Tortolano and board mem- 
bers for examination. 

However, if the exact 
amount of rock to be 
removed hasn’t been deter- 
mined, that blasting propos- 
al could change at any time, 
the ZBA Chairman argued. 

“Your blasting expert; he 
provided estimates based on 
time frame and how much 
trucking was required,” 
Robertson pointed out, ques- 
tioning the details about the 
duration and extent of the 
site work. 

Pinkham later vented that 
the city is prepared to hire 
its own consultants to go 
over the project, but the 
specifics of some of the most 
controversial aspects of it 
haven’t even been finalized. 

“If we don’t have hard data 
to give to our peer reviewers, 
that’s going to be a prob- 
lem,” the ZBA member said.

Tonight the Tewksbury 
School Committee will meet 
for the first time in three 
years without me sitting at 
he table. Serving on that 
committee was a tremen- 


dous honor and privilege for _ 


me, one that I took seriously 
every single day of my term. 
At my last meeting my col- 
leagues surprised me with 
their generous gifts and 
praise, and caught me a bit 
off balance.

The Wilmington School Committee strongly supports the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees’ (MASC) 
efforts to protect and expand education funding, reduce capri- 
cious regulations, limit unfunded mandates, and ensure that 
new education laws are reasonable and workable for school 
districts. The School Committee agrees with MASC’s predic- 
tion that regulatory issues will reach an unprecedented level 
over the next two years as the state’s new educator evaluation 
system and the alternative structure for measuring success 
are implemented at the same time as we adapt our curricula 
to match the new Common Core Standards.

“Public Policy Priorities 2012,” 


recently promulgated regulations - stemming from The Race 
To The Top legislation - requires Wilmington to implement a 
new educator evaluation system for teachers, administrators 
and superintendents by the 2013-2014 school year. The regu- 
lations will require renegotiations of collective bargaining 
agreements for unionized educators and a much longer eval- 
uation process for principals, nonunion department heads, 
and central office administrators. Preliminary estimates are 
that principals and assistant principals will need to commit 
up to TEN additional hours PER WEEK to fulfill the evalua- 


tion requirements of the new regulations,

Comcast changes may affect your access 


WILMINGTON- WCTV-E is 
moving to a new home this 
spring! After April 17th, 
WCTV’s educational channel 
will move from Comcast’s 
channel 10 to channel 99. This 
will make the WCTV channel 
listings on Comcast channel 9, 
99, and 22. Verizon subscribers 
will not be affected; WCTV 
channels will continue to be 37, 
38, and 39. 

Channel 10 will now be occu- 
pied by WWDP, a television 
station which airs home shop- 
ping programs. This move 
comes as WWDP receives 
must-carry status by the 
Federal Communications 
Commission. WWDP airs 
shows from ShopNBC, as well 
as three hours weekly of 
ED 8s Gea C03 F 
Educational/Informational 
programming. WWDP is not 
affiliated with WCTV in any 
way; it is owned by 
ValueVision Media and oper- 
ates out of Norwell, 
Massachusetts. 

WCTV-E will continue to run 
local educational program- 
ming on channel 99. This 
includes programs from the 
Wilmington Public School sys- 
tem, such as the WHS Pep 
Rallies and the Pre-Prom 
meetings. WCTV-E also airs 
shows about Wilmington 
schools, such as “In the Loop” 
and WHS athletic programs, 
oad WHS Hockey, Basketball, 

and Wrestling. Programs that

: Like father, like son ... like 
daughter. 

' When Kylee Lally was 
sworn in as a reserve police 
officer at Woburn's inaugural 
ceremony on January 2, she 
not only became the first 
daughter to follow her father 
onto the force, she also became 
the first third generation mem- 
ber of the Woburn Police 
Dept., according to Woburn 
Police Chief Robert Ferullo. 

: Kylee, 27, follows her father, 
John, 52, who has been a 
patrolman for 25 years. John 
followed his father, Patrick 
(better known as Joe), who 
was a patrolman, detective 
and sergeant. 

"I knew it was something I 
always wanted to do," said 
Kylee, who is currently train- 
ing at the MBTA academy in 
Quincy. "It (police work) has 
been in my family. I've been 
surrounded by it my entire 
life." 

Kylee volunteered for the 
Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (DARE) program 
in high school, and that 
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sparked her interest in law 
enforcement. 

. The 26-week training course 
started in March, Kylee trains 
five days a week, about nine 
hours a day, undergoing 
exhaustive academic and phys- 
ical drills designed to prepare 
her for a career on the beat. 

Once she graduates, she 
will be in line for an appointm- 
ment as a full-time police offi- 
cer, joining her father. 


Kylee said her dad neither’ 


encouraged nor discouraged 
her from pursuing a career in 
police work. Kylee has an 
older sister who had no inter- 
est in law enforcement and 
instead pursued a career in the 
health care field. 

"It's not something Kylee 
and I really ever talked about," 
said John. "If this is what she 
wants to do, my wife and I sup- 
port her. If she wanted to do 
something else, we would have 
supported her, too." 

John's role model in that 
regard was his father, who also 
left the decision up to him 
whether to. enter the law 
enforcement realm. Both 
Lallys have fond memories of 
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Patrick Lally, who was appoint- 
ed to the force in 1950, became 
a detective in 1964, was pro- 
moted to sergeant in 1982 and 
retired three years later. He 
passed away in 2001. 

"He was always there, at 
track meets or shooting soft- 
ball (with a video camera),"” 
said Kylee, a 2002 Woburn High 


graduate who was on the cross- 
country, track and softball 
teams. "And he wasn't there 
just for me. He was there for 
every one of the million grand- 
kids he had." 

If John passed the law 
enforcement gene to his daugh- 
ter, Kylee returned the favor by 
getting her father interested in

“THE THREE STOOGES’ STILL FUNNY 


“THE THREE STOOGES” are back! Not every- 
one gets the humor of the Stooges, but if you are a 
fan of the original Stooges, then you will enjoy this 


remake. 


“THE THREE 
STOOGES” 
GRADE: ** 


You really have to be a 
fan of the original Three 
Stooges to enjoy the new 
film that pays homage to the 
trio, “The Three Stooges”. 

The movie is about 90 
minutes. of brutal slapstick, 
terrible puns and a plot 
that’s barely outlined for 
actors and audience mem- 
bers alike. There are slaps, 
eye pokes, falls from tall 
buildings and objects land- 
ing on people. There are 
fake sound effects and 
bloodless hurting of individ- 
uals. 

Unless you are already 
inclined to laugh hysterical- 
ly at that kind of comedy, 
the movie’s merits will be 
lost on you.. 

Brothers Bobby and 
Peter Farrelly, known for 
producing comedies such as 
Dumb and Dumber and 
There’s Something About 
Mary, have revisited the 
inspiring images of Moe 
Howard, Larry Fine and 
Curly Howard originally 
presented in short comedies 
in the 1930s and 1940s. 

Those comedies were 
rediscovered by a new gen- 
eration of young fans when 
the shorts were televised 


during the 1950s, which 
helped elevate the Stooges 
to showiz immortality, at 
least among those, mostly 
men, who can’t help but gig- 
gle at all the nonsense. 

In this version, Sean 
Hayes (of TV’s ‘Will and 
Grace’) plays Larry, Will 
Sasso is Curly and Chris 
Diamantopoulos is Moe. But 
the Farrellys know the terri- 
tory and have approached 
with respect and an eye for 
detail — but not so much 
that they forget the main 
reason behind these charac- 
ters, to make us laugh. 

Hayes is especially good 
at Larry’s half-murmured 
spoken delivery, but all 
three actors have clearly 
studied the expressions of 
their predecessors — and 
the incredible timing and 
speed that went into making 
all the gags work. 

The film is also stacked 
with funny supporting play- 
ers, notably Larry David as 
a grouchy nun. 

‘The Three Stooges’ does 
have a plot: the story (such 
as it is) is that the Stooges 
are orphaned friends who, 
as adults, must save their 
orphanage from _ being 
closed. During their efforts, 


they get entangled with a- 


murder-plotting couple 
(Sofia Vergara and Craig 
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Bierko), strain their friend- 
ship and create many 
opportunities to use silly 
sound effects. 

Not everyone gets the 
humor of the Stooges. That 
was true for the original 


_ Shorts, and it holds true for 


the new version as well. But 
then again, if you are 
among those that already 
know you don’t think the 
original gags were funny, 
it’s unlikely you are the tar- 
get audience for the new 
film 


The old Stooges made me 
laugh. And so do the new 
ones. 


“THE CABIN IN THE 
WOODS” 
GRADE: ** 


Writer Joss Whedon has 
taken the horror genre and 
turned it on its head in his 
latest, “The Cabin in the 
Woods”. Directed by Drew 
Goddard and co-written 
with Whedon, “Cabin” is an 
entertaining and wholly 
original genre hybrid film 
that, although it may 
appear to be a typical slash- 
er flick at first sight, has 
more than a few tricks up 
its sleeves. 

Taking a cue from classic 
horror movies like “The 
Evil Dead,” the story is 
pretty simple: five college 
friends - Curt (Chris 
Hemsworth), Dana (Kristen 


Connolly), Holden (Jesse 
Williams), Jules (Anna 
Hutchison) and Marty 


(Fran Kranz) - drive to a 
cabin in the middle of 
nowhere (it can’t even be 
located on GPS) for a week- 
end of fun. But what starts 
out as an innocent retreat 
quickly devolves into some- 
thing straight out of a night- 
mare when a family of red- 
neck pain-worshippers is 
inadvertently resurrected 


from the dead, thrusting the 


friends into a fight for their 
lives. 

What the group doesn’t 
realize, however, is that the 
whole thing is being orches- 
trated by a third party with 
ulterior motives, although to 
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say any more would ruin the 
surprise, and take the fun 
out of experiencing it for 
yourself. 

Whedon and Goddard’s 
script playfully toys with the 
laws of horror movies much 
like Wes Craven's "Scream." 
Though it does have some 
moments of genuine terror, 
the duo keeps the mood sur- 
prisingly light for the most 
part with broad strokes of 
humor. 

The cast of victims is 
also much better than your 
average slasher film. Fran 
Kranz is a standout as the 
comic relief of the gang. 

But the real stars of the 
film are Richard Jenkins 
and Bradley Whitford, in a 
pair of hilarious roles as the 
guys pulling the strings 
behind all the death and 
horror at the cabin. The 
movie goes a bit off the rails 
in the final act after its big 
reveal, but overall yields a 
very crowd-pleasing result.
